No ne o f the 25 Rep u blicans in 
the Senate v o ted fo r the o v er­ 
rid e. 
“It ap p ears the Rep u blicans 
hav e been cau cu sed in against 
the o v errid e,” Sen. Tho mas C. 
Hy nes, D-Chicago , to ld news­ 
men after he asked fo r a p o st­ 
p o nement o f final co nsid eratio n 
o n the matter. The u no fficial 
v o te was 26 in fav o r o f the 
o v errid e and 32 against, with 
o ne Rep u blican v o ting p resent. 
As a resu lt, Hy nes said , 
“We’ll be talking to ju st abo u t 
ev ery bo d y who v o ted against 
it,” inclu d ing eight d o wnstate 
Demo crats.

In d ecid ing cu rricu lu m changes fo r the 
1976-77 scho o l y ear, Dix o n Scho o l Bo ard 
members Wed nesd ay v o ted to ho ld the line o n 
sp end ing in ap p ro v ing o nly tho se p ro grams 
no t req u iring ad d itio nal staff. The u nanimo u s 
actio n fo llo wed an earlier bo ard d ecisio n no t 
to increase elementary secretaries’ salaries 
after that gro u p p etitio ned the bo ard to be 
p laced o n a salary sched u le. 
Richard Bo y er, Dix o n High Scho o l p rinci­ 
p al, who p resented the cu rricu lu m changes to 
the bo ard , was su ccessfu l in getting ap p ro v al 
fo r a co mp u terized grad ing sy stem to rep lace 
what was termed an antiq u ated hand -written 
metho d no w being u sed at DHS. 
DHS Gu id ance Directo r Jerry Bu nt p ro ­ 
p o sed the co mp u ter sy stem in the sp nng, 
ho wev er, at that time it was rejected . Bu nt 
maintained the p ro gram will d o mu ch to 
streamline the reco rd -keep ing o p eratio n no w 
in u se and will giv e co u nselo rs mo re time to 
p erfo rm their co u nseling d u ties. 
Bo ard members ap p ro v ed a o ne-y ear co n­ 
tract with Westingho u se Co rp . fo r $3,105 fo r 
the reco rd -keep ing serv ice. 
Cu rricu lu m items p resented to the bo ard 
fo r the co ming y ear at DHS were co ntained in 
two catego ries; tho se no t req u iring new staff 
and tho se which wo u ld need an ad d itio nal in­ 
stru cto r if o ffered . 
Tho se ap p ro v ed items in the first catego ry 


inclu d e p u blicatio ns I, o ffering a half-cred it 
ho u r p er semester fo r wo rk o n the Dix ini 
newsp ap er; ap p lied m athem atics and m athe­ 
m atics skills, termed a realignm ent o f math- 
ematic o fferings; ex ercise p hy sio lo gy , real 
estate and ho u sing, and weld ing I. 
Altho u gh the bo ard ap p ro v ed the o ffering 
o f a co u rse in small anim al care and m anage­ 
ment, m embers d id no t ap p ro v e fu nd ing fo r 
an instru cto r fo r the co u rse. 
Similar req u ests to staff an ad v anced cer­ 
amics class and an ad v anced clo thing co u rse 
were d enied as was a req u est by Bu nt to em ­ 
p lo y an ad d itio nal fu ll-time gu id ance co u nse­ 
lo r. 
In making his req u est Bu nt reaso ned the 
ad d itio nal co u nselo r wo u ld red u ce the co u n­ 
selo r-stu d ent ratio fro m the p resent o ne fo r 
each 375 stu d ents, to o ne fo r each 300 stu ­ 
d ents.

A reco mmend atio n fro m Bo y er to d isco n­ 
tinu e the v o catio nal bu ild ing trad es p ro gram 
at the end o f the 1975 -76 scho o l y ear was ta­ 
bled . Merrill Hu ghes, assistant su p erintend ­ 
ent, cu rricu lu m , asked fo r time to co nsu lt 
with the Cu rricu lu m Ad v iso ry Co mmittee, 
p ro p o nents o f keep ing the co u rse, befo re any 
actio n is taken. 
Bo y er said stu d ents in the co u rse who wish 
to co ntinu e in bu ild ing trad es co u rses may d o 
so at the Whitesid e Area Vo catio nal Center, 
p ro v id ing ad d itio nal fu nd ing is ap p ro v ed . The 


bo ard , last y ear, ap p ro v ed p artial affiliatio n 
with WAVC and allo ted $10,000 to send 18 stu ­ 
d ents to the center this y ear. A like amo u nt o f 
fu nd ing fo r affiliatio n was ap p ro v ed by the 
bo ard Wed nesd ay .

There are 17 stu d ents in the bu ild ing trad es 
p ro gram who will no t be able to go to the 
Whitesid e center, as su ggested by Bo y er, u n­ 
less the bo ard ap p ro p riates ad d itio nal fu nd s 
to p ay fo r their attend ance. 
Sp o kesman fo r a gro u p o f elementary 
scho o l secretaries, Marlene Heckman, p eti­ 
tio ned the bo ard to p lace secretaries o n a sal­ 
ary sched u le ranging in ho u rly rates o f $2.93 
p er ho u r fo r a beginning secretary to $4.98 p er 
ho u r fo r o ne with 15 y ears o f ex p erience. 
The bo ard ap p ro v ed raises o f between 12 
and 15 p er cent fo r the secretaries at its last 
meeting, ho wev er, Mary Jo hnso n, Linco ln 
Scho o l secretary , rem arked “Fifteen p er cent 
o f no thing is still no thing.” 
Jo hnso n receiv ed $2.5 0 p er ho u r befo re the 
raise and that figu re went to $2.8 8 p er ho u r 
with the increase. On the p ro p o sed salary 
sched u le, she wo u ld receiv e $3.37 p er ho u r. 
Bo ard Presid ent Jam es Dix o n asked the 
gro u p to meet with Scho o l Su p t. Stanley Web­ 
er and hav e him bring a reco mmend atio n fo r 
the bo ard , he ad d ed : “Weekly salaries o f 
scho o l secretaries are no t o u t o f line with 
tho se in the co m mu nity .” 
Disagreement with that 
rem ark was 


v o iced by the gro u p . One wo man claimed 
Dix o n ranks belo w many sm aller d istricts in 
p ay giv en to secretaries. Scho o l p rincip als to o 
v o iced their su p p o rt fo r increased secretarial 
p ay . Larry Tay lo r, Linco ln Scho o l, said 
“these wo men p ro v id e an inv alu able serv ­ 
ice—this is a to p p rio rity item .” 
Bo y er said “ Ed u catio nal secretaries p ro ­ 
v id e a u niq u e serv ice—they ’re in a p u blic re­ 
latio ns situ atio n—they ’re d ealing with p ar­ 
ents and stu d ents all the tim e.” 
After a mo tio n by Do nald So fo lo to hav e 
the secretaries meet with Weber failed fo r 
lack o f a seco nd , Dix o n stated : “If we reco n­ 
sid er y o u r salaries we wo u ld hav e to reco n­ 
sid er ev ery o ne’s—I think 12 to 15 p er cent is a 
su bstantial increase.” 
In o ther actio n, Dix o n ap p o inted Jerro ld 
Co nro y to serv e as chairm an o f the bo ard ne­ 
go tiating team fo r co llectiv e bargaining talks 
with the Dix o n Teachers Asso ciatio n fo r a 
1976-77 co ntract. An initial meeting between 
the two sid es has been sched u led fo r Dec. 10. 
Serv ing with Co nro y o n the bo ard team will be 
So fo lo and Charles Willey . 
The bo ard accep ted the resignatio n o f Jo ­ 
sep hine LaFev er, Sp anish instru cto r at DHS. 
Her resignatio n is effectiv e at the end o f the 
scho o l y ear. 
The bo ard went into ex ecu tiv e sessio n to 
d iscu ss naming a rep lacement fo r Neil Peter­ 
so n who resigned last mo nth.

To d ay ’s meeting, which be­ 
gan at 9:30 a.m., brings to six 
the nu mber o f sessio ns called 
since the o u tset o f the inv esti­ 
gatio n in late May . On Sep t. 25, 
ju ro rs retu rned ind ictments 
charging the three with p er­

As ju ro rs met in the third - 
flo o r co u rtro o m o f Chief Circu it 
Ju d ge James E. Bales, atto r­ 
ney s fo r Bu rke and Du np hy ar­ 
gu ed d efense mo tio ns in a wit­ 


ness ro o m ad jacent to the 
co u rtro o m. The small q u arters 
were all that co u ld be fo u nd 
with wo rkmen carp eting a sec­ 
o nd flo o r co u rtro o m and Asso ­ 
ciate Ju d ge Martin D. Hill co n­ 
d u cting traffic co u rt o n the 
main flo o r. 
At the o u tset o f the hearing, 
Circu it Ju d ge Jam es Vincent, 
Galena, su bmitted written p eti­ 
tio ns d eny ing two d efense mo ­ 
tio ns he had taken u nd er ad ­ 
v isement at an earlier hearing. 
One mo tio n had so u ght to hav e 
the ind ictments q u ashed be­ 
cau se the grand ju ry fo reman 
failed to list witnesses who tes­ 
tified o n the ind ictment fo rm. A 
seco nd mo tio n attemp ted to 
strike a list o f witnesses fu r­ 
nished the d efend ants by p ro se­ 
cu to rs as a v alid list. 
D efense atto rney s Henry 
Dix o n and Jo hn Calu waert ar- 


gu ed o ther d efense mo tio ns to 
d ism iss 
the 
ind ictm ents 
thro u gh the no o n ho u r and Dix ­ 
o n filed ano ther mo tio n to 
q u ash the ind ictments based 
u p o n the imp ro p er ap p o intment 
o f Dav id and Charles Lev ad , 
ano ther atto rney -general law­ 
y er, bo th serv ing as sp ecial as­ 
sistant state’s atto rney s in the 
v o te p ro be. 
One mo tio n to d ismiss was 
co ntinu ed by Ju d ge Vincent af­ 
ter atto rney s co u ld no t agree to 
p ro ceed with o ral argu ments 
witho u t first hearing ev id ence. 
A seco nd mo tio n to d ismiss 
was argu ed based o n d efense 
claims that the absentee v o te 
fo rms u sed with the ind ict­ 
ments cited laws which were 
rep ealed in 1973 “and therefo re 
it was no t a crim e fo r a p erso n 
to v io late that law,” argu ed 
Dix o n. Calu waert argu ed the 


ind ictm ents sho u ld be d is­ 
missed becau se they state the 
d efend ants “ c a u se d ” so m e­ 
thing to hap p en— “the ele­ 
ments o f an o ffense are no t 
stated . . . o n the ind ictm ent,” 
he claimed . 
Lev ad co u ntered the argu ­ 
ments say ing ano ther sectio n o f 
law rep laced the rep ealed sec­ 
tio n. “To say that becau se the 
city clerk u sed an o ld fo rm fo r 
absentee ballo ts and that that 
alo ne is gro u nd s fo r no o ffense 
is rid icu lo u s.” 
In answ ering C alu w aert’s 
claim Dav id stated “ No allega­ 
tio ns hav e to be stated in the in­ 
d ictment to bring a charge u n­ 
d er the acco u ntability sectio n.” 
Ju d ge Vincent sched u led a 
p re-trial co nference fo r later 
to d ay . Sep arate trial d ates fo r 
Du np hy and Bu rke hav e been 
sched u led fo r mid -December.

Meanwhile, two Senate bills 
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MADRID, Sp ain (AP) — An 
id eo lo gically d iv id ed Sp ain be­ 
gan 30 d ay s o f natio nal mo u rn­ 
ing to d ay fo r Gen. Francisco 
Franco while acro ss the bo rd er 
in France abo u t 100 Sp anish 
refu gees celebrated in cafes 
and d ro v e cars thro u gh the 
streets o f Hend ay e with their 
ho rns ho nking to mark the 
d eath o f the d ictato r. 
Presid ent Fo rd and o ther 
wo rld lead ers ex p ressed co n­ 
d o lences. A statement issu ed by 
Fo rd in Washingto n said in 
p art: “We wish the Sp anish 
p eo p le and the go v ernment o f 
Sp ain well in the p erio d ahead . 
The United States fo r its p art 
will co ntinu e to p u rsu e the p o l­ 
icy o f friend ship and co o p era­ 
tio n which has fo rmed the 
to u chsto ne fo r the ex cellent re­ 
latio ns ex isting between o u r 
two co u ntries.” 
West Eu ro p ean go v ernments 
ex p ressed the ho p e that the 
d eath o f the man who had ru led 
Sp ain with an iro n hand fo r 36 
y ears wo u ld mean the rebirth 
o f d emo cracy in Sp ain. The 
Kremlin said while Franco ’s 
ro ad to p o wer was “o v er 
hu nd red s o f tho u sand s o f co r­ 
p ses ... o ne can be su i*‘ that 
Sp ain will no w enter the wid en­ 


ed ro ad o f d emo cracy and so ­ 
cial p ro gress.” 
Franco d ied early to d ay at 
the age o f 82 after a mo nth-lo ng 
battle fo r life. His last wo rd s, 
rep o rted ly d ictated after he be­ 
came ill, were “u p ward Sp ain, 
lo ng liv e Sp ain.” He will lie in 
state fo r two d ay s in Mad rid ’s 
natio nal p alace, an o p en air 
mass will be celebrated in fro nt 
o f the p alace Satu rd ay and o n 
Su nd ay there will be a state fu ­ 
neral. 
Prince Ju an Carlo s d e Bo r- 
bo n, Franco ’s hand p icked su c­ 
cesso r, will be installed Satu r­ 
d ay as Sp ain’s first king in 44 
y ears. 
“Gen. Franco himself p icked 
the p rince as his su ccesso r and 
we hav e to accep t it,” three 
right-wing Falangists to ld 
newsmen o n leav ing a fu neral 
mass co mmemo rating the 39th 
anniv ersary o f the assassina­ 
tio n o f their fo u nd er, Jo se An­ 
to nio Primo d e Riv era. “As o f 
no w the p rince can co u nt u p o n 
o u r su p p o rt. The fu tu re will say 
if we hav e to withd raw it.” 
Other Falangists said , “We 
nev er gav e him o u r su p p o rt 
and it’s hard ly imp o ssible that 
we change o u r mind . Ho wev er, 
we’ll try to no t to be an o b­ 


stacle to the king, at least no t 
u ntil he p ro v es ho w far he can 
go and ho w well he gets 
alo ng.” 
The fu neral mass was held at 
the Valley o f the Fallen, 35 
miles no rth o f Mad rid , where 
Franco will be bu ried . An esti­ 
mated 5 ,000 Falangists attend ed 
the 
ceremo ny , 
giv ing 
the 
raised -arm, Fascist-sty le salu te 
at the end o f the mass. Ju an 
Carlo s was to hav e p resid ed 
o v er the ceremo ny bu t was 
u nable to becau se o f Franco ’s 
d eath, thereby remo v ing him 
fro m p o ssible embarrassment. 
The 37 -y ear-o ld p rince, who 
has been acting chief o f state 
since Oct. 30, is a grand so n o f 
King Alfo nso XIII and was ed u ­ 
cated 
and 
trained 
u nd er 
Franco ’s su p erv isio n fro m the 
age o f 11. The d ictato r d esig­ 
nated him as su ccesso r in 1969, 
bu t many Sp aniard s ex p ect him 
to try to mo v e the p o litical 
sy s­ 
tem to ward d emo cracy . 
Ju an Carlo s will take the 
name King Ju an Carlo s I. 
Reactio n to Franco ’s d eath 
amo ng o rd inary Sp aniard s was 
sp lit, ju st as it was amo ng the 
Falangists. 
“He was o l£ , he had to d ie. 
Bu t I feel as if I had lo st a 


member o f the family ,” said 
Felip a 
Sanchez, 
a cleaning 
wo man o n her way to wo rk. 
“He was a to u gh man. My 
Go d , what a heart he had ," 
said tax i d riv er Carlo s Martin. 
“ I’m so rry he d ied . He gav e 
u s a lo t o f y ears o f p eace,” a 
barm an p o u ring co ffee said . 
A y o u ng bu sinessman said :

Franco , esp ecially in the last 
p art o f his life when he d id 
bo th go o d and bad things. One 
bad thing was no t to allo w' p o ­ 
litical asso ciatio ns y ears ago .” 
A farm wo rker said o nly , “ I 
am thinking abo u t the fu tu re o f 
the co u ntry .” 
Co nd o lo nces p o u red in fro m 
lead ers aro u nd the wo rld , in­ 
clu d ing Paragu ay an Presid ent 
Alfred o Stro essner, a lo ngtime 
d ictato r, and Argentine Presi­ 
d ent Isabel Pero n, who liv ed in 
Mad rid with her hu sband Ju an 
D. Pero n, the Argentine d icta­ 
to r, fo r 13 y ears as ex iles. 
Po p e Pau l VI also ex p ressed 
co nd o lences, say ing he was o f­ 
fering “ferv ent p ray ers fo r the 
eternal rest” o f Franco ’s so u l 
and inv o king “co p io u s d iv ine 
blessings fo r that belo v ed na­ 
tio n as a sign o f co nco rd and 
Christian p ro gress.”

the go v ernment said to d ay . 
Last m o nth’s p rice increase 
was the third highest this y ear 
and fo llo wed increases o f o nly 
two -tenths o f a p er cent in Au ­ 
gu st and fiv e-tenths o f a p er 
cent in Sep tember, the Labo r 
Dep artm ent said . 
Inflatio n had co o led earlier 
this y ear, bu t sp u rted briefly 
d u ring Ju ne and Ju ly befo re 
easing in late su m m er. Eco no ­ 
m ists, bo th in and o u t o f go v ­ 
ernm ent, are co ncerned that 
the new acceleratio n o f in­ 
flatio n co u ld cho ke o ff co n­ 
su m er bu y ing p o wer and slo w 
the reco v ery fro m recessio n. 
Co nsu mer p rices o v er the 
p ast 12 mo nths were u p 7 .6 p er 
cent, the smallest o v er-the-y ear 
increase since the 12-mo nth p e­ 
rio d end ing Sep tember, 1973, 
v #ien they were u p 7 .4 p er cent. 
Higher fo o d p rices led the Oc­ 
to ber increase, bu t there also 
were su bstantial p rice gains fo r 
new cars, clo thing, fu el o il, 
mo rtgage interest rates and 
au to insu rance, the go v ernment 
said . 
The co nsu mer p rice ind ex in 
Octo ber sto o d at 164.6 o f the 
1967 av erage o f 100, meaning it 
co st $164.60 to bu y the same 
go o d s and serv ices that co st 
$100 eight y ears ago . 
Prices so far this y ear hav e 
increased 5 .9 p er cent. 
At 
the 
gro cery 
co u nter, 
where p rices fell slightly in 
Sep tember, sharp increases fo r 
m eats, d airy p ro d u cts and co f­ 
fee p u shed p rices u p 1.5 p er 
cent last mo nth. It was the 
sharp est ju mp since a 1.7 p er 
cent increase last Ju ly . 
Ho wev er, there were su bstan­ 
tial sav ings o n p o u ltry and 
eggs. 
Fresh 
fru it 
p rices 
d ro p p ed sharp ly fo r the third 
straight mo nth, while cereal 
and bakery p ro d u cts co ntinu ed 
their d ecline that began earlier 
this y ear. Su gar p rices also 
were d o wrt jd ter increases o v ^r 
the p rev io u s two mo nths.

Reagan into presidential race 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ro n­ 
ald Reagan anno u nced his 
White Ho u se cand id acy to d ay , 
challenging Presid ent Fo rd and 
a Washingto n “bu d d y sy stem” 
he blamed fo r majo r natio nal 
E 
ro blems. He said he wo u ld n’t 
e su rp rised if o ther Rep u bli­ 
cans entered the race “no w 
that so meo ne has bro ken the 
ice.” 
Reagan, his wife Nancy at 
his left and an American flag 
at his right, said he will be rep ­ 
resented in all 30 p resid ential 
p rimaries altho u gh he isn’t go ­ 
ing to camp aign fo r all o f 
them. 
The fo rmer Califo rnia go v er­ 
no r said he will ru n o n his o wn 
reco rd “in a gentlemanly man­ 
ner” and will no t criticize Pres­ 
id ent Fo rd . Reagan wo u ld n’t 
ev en say where he d iffers with 
Fo rd . 
He said he will d iscu ss his 
reco rd and let o thers d raw the 
d istinctio n between his p ro p o s­ 
als and the p o licies o f the Pres­ 
id ent he seeks to o u st. 
When a rep o rter asked what’s 
wro ng with Fo rd , Reagan said 


that a rep ly wo u ld breach what 
he called the 11th co mmand ­ 
ment, that o ne Rep u blican 
sho u ld no t sp eak ill o f ano ther. 
Reagan, 64, mad e his lo ng-ex ­ 
p ected anno u ncement at a tele­ 
v ised news co nference in the 
ballro o m o f the Natio nal Press 
Clu b, to the ap p lau se o f sco res 
o f camp aign v o lu nteers and 
su p p o rters who sto o d in the 
back o f the hall. 
He said he d o es no t think his 


challenge will d iv id e Rep u bli­ 
cans and hu rt their chances 
against the Demo crats in 1976. 
Reagan said the key to the 
electio n will be the 40 p er cent 
o f Americans who shu n affilia­ 
tio n with either p arty . 
He said he can gain su p p o rt 
amo ng them. 
Reagan, as is cu sto mary fo r 
p resid ential cand id ates, said he 
d o esn’t want the v ice p resid en­ 
tial no minatio n, altho u gh he d id 


no t flatly ru le o u t the p o ssi­ 
bility . “I hav e giv en no co nsid ­ 
eratio n to that. I’m no t inter­ 
ested ,” he said . 
No r, he said , has he tho u ght 
abo u t what he might d o if he is 
bad ly beaten in the early p resi­ 
d ential p rimaries. 
He said he will camp aign ac­ 
tiv ely fo r the New Hamp shire 
p rimary o n Feb. 24 and the 
Flo rid a p rimary o n March 9, 
bu t he wo u ld n’t sp ecu late abo u t 


his likely sho wing. 
While he insisted o n a stro ng 
natio nal d efense, Reagan d e­ 
clined to say ho w mu ch mo ney 
he thinks the United States 
sho u ld p u t into the d efense 
bu d get. 
Fo rd aid es and allies co ntend 
the Reagan challenge co u ld d i­ 
v id e the GOP and thu s help the 
Demo crats in the end . 
Reagan key no ted his p erso nal 
camp aign with a slap at the 


Washingto n 
establishment. 
While he d id n’t say so d irectly , 
he clearly inclu d ed Fo rd . 
The fo rmer two -term go v er­ 
no r o f Califo rnia ticked o ff his 
co mp laints: high rates o f in­ 
flatio n, u nemp lo y ment and in­ 
terest ; 
big go v ernment 
he 
called co erciv e, med d leso me 
and ineffectiv e; a d iminished 
U.S. d efense p o stu re; d etente 
with the So v iet Unio n, which he 
said is to o o ne-sid ed . 


“In my o p inio n, the ro o t o f 
these p ro blems lies right here 
— in Washingto n, D.C.,” Rea­ 
gan said in a p rep ared d eclara­ 
tio n o f cand id acy . “Ou r na­ 
tio n’s cap ital has beco me the 
seat o f a ‘bu d d y ’ sy stem that 
fu nctio ns fo r its o wn benefit — 
increasingly insensitiv e to the 
need s o f the American wo rker 
who su p p o rts it with his tax es. 
“To d ay it is d ifficu lt to find 
lead ers who are ind ep end ent o f 


the fo rces that hav e bro u ght u s 
o u r p ro blems — the Co ngress, 
the bu reau cracy , the lo bby ists, 
big bu siness and big labo r,” 
Reagan said . 
“ If America is to su rv iv e and 
go fo rward this mu st change,” 
he said . “It will o nly change 
when the American p eo p le v o te 
fo r a lead ership that listens to 
them, relies o n them and seeks 
to retu rn go v ernment to them. 
We need a go v ernment that is 


co nfid ent no t o f what it can d o 
bu t o f what the p eo p le can d o .” 
Reagan cited his y ears as 
go v erno r o f Califo rnia as ev i­ 
d ence that he can manage go v ­ 
ernment mo re efficiently . “We 
fo u nd that fiscal resp o nsibility 
is p o ssible, that the welfare 
ro lls can co me d o wn, that so ­ 
cial p ro blems can be met belo w 
the fed eral lev el,” Reagan said . 
Rep u blican rebu ttal wasn’t 
lo ng in co ming. 


Sen. Charles H. Percy o f Il­ 
lino is had a rep ly to Reagan 
read y in ad v ance, say ing the 
fo rmer go v erno r wo u ld lead the 
GOP to the kind o f electio n d e­ 
feat the Demo crats su ffered in 
1972 
with 
Sen. 
G eo rge 
McGo v ern. 
“Ind eed , I believ e a Reagan 
no minatio n and the cru shing 
d efeat likely to fo llo w co u ld sig­ 
nal the beginning o f the end fo r 
o u r p arty as an effectiv e fo rce 
in American p o litical life,” Per­ 
cy said . 
Percy , who ex p lo red p resi­ 
d ential cand id acy himself be­ 
fo re Fo rd su cceed ed to the 
White Ho u se, said he ho p es the 
Presid ent will no t try to match 
Reagan’s rheto ric o r p o licies. 
“ If the Presid ent wins the no m­ 
inatio n by o u t-Reaganing Rea­ 
gan, it will co st him the elec­ 
tio n, and that will serv e neither 
o u r p arty no r his o wn co n­ 
serv ativ e p hilo so p hy ,” Percy 
said . 
Reagan was fo llo wing u p his 
anno u ncement with a q u ick 
two -d ay camp aign swing to 
fo u r early p rim ary states.

It’s p art o f the p ast n o w, bu t there 
was a time when a lo t o f teen -agers 
go t after-scho o l, week en d, an d su m­ 
mer jo bs simp ly becau se it was easy 
fo r lo cal bu sin essmen to hire them. 
At the en d o f the week the bo ss co u ld 
dig in to his p o ck et, p ay the y o u n g­ 
ster the agreed w$ge, an d n o t wo rry 
abo u t a blizzard o f tax fo rms to fill 
o u t. 
No o n e wo u ld argu e that the tax 
dedu ctio n s an d the p ap er wo rk do 
resu lt in so me ben efit fo r the wo rk ­ 
in g teen -agers, bu t the ben efits may 
n o t o u tweigh the disadv an tages. 
When y o u lo o k at u n emp lo y men t fig­ 
u res y o u see that teen -agers mak e 
u p a large p o rtio n o f the jo b-seek in g 
gro u p these day s. 
Hu man n atu re bein g what it is, 
man y emp lo y ers who might p u t 
teen -agers o n p art-time if they didn ’t 
hav e to co n ten d with min imu m wage 
laws an d stack s o f fo rms ju st do n ’t 
do it. 
A n ew bill in Co n gress co u ld co m­ 
p licate thin gs fu rther so far as wo rk 
fo r teen -agers is co n cern ed. HR 
10130 by Co n gressman Jo hn Den t o f 


Pen n sy lv an ia wo u ld amen d the Fair 
Labo r Practices Act to raise the 
min imu m wage, by degrees, to $3 
p er ho u r in Ju ly , 1977. (resen t law 
calls fo r it to go to $2 .65 by then .) It 
wo u ld tie the min imu m wage lev el at 
that p o in t to the co n su mer p rice in ­ 
dex , thu s mak in g it co n tribu te to the 
seemin gly en dless wage-p rice sp i­ 
ral. In o ther wo rds, p art o f the p ro b­ 
lem in stead o f p art o f the so lu tio n . 


Ov ertime wo u ld go fro m time- 
an d-a-half to two -an d-a-half times 
the basic wage rate, if the bill p ass­ 
es. 
Organ ized labo r has been p u sh­ 
in g fo r this liberalizatio n o f the min i­ 
mu m wage law, bu t it do esn ’t seem 
to wan t to thin k abo u t the fact that it 
will en d u p co stin g all co n su mers— 
in clu din g tho se it ben efits directly — 
mo re fo r the thin gs they bu y . 
It will mo re directly affect tho u ­ 
san ds o f teen -agers in su ch bu sin ess­ 
es as “fast fo o ds.” On e o p erato r o f 
fast-fo o d fran chises in sev eral states 
say s the n et effect o f the bill wo u ld 
be to shift the co mp o sitio n o f his 
wo rk fo rce fro m mo stly high scho o l- 
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age y o u n gsters who n o w wo rk a 
co mp licated p attern o dd-ho u r shifts, 
to fewer wo rk ers, adu lts who will 
wo rk fu ll-time. His reaso n : schedu l­ 
in g the teen -agers is time-co n su m­ 
in g. If the min imu m wage go es u p 
that high, that fast, with p ro mises o f 
mo re an d faster in creases, it’s sim­ 
p ler to let the teen -agers go an d hire 
fu ll-time emp lo y es. 
No w the labo r hierarchy may say 
“ju st fin e” to that, becau se it will 
p resu mably mak e jo bs av ailable fo r 
the adu lt u n emp lo y ed. May be so , bu t 
ev en if it were tru e, what do they 
su ggest the n ewly u n emp lo y ed teen ­ 
agers do ? Tear aro u n d to wn o n two 
wheels? 
The fast-fo o d fran chise estimates 
there are a q u arter o f a millio n p art- 
time teen -age wo rk ers in this field 
alo n e. What o f the bo y s who driv e 
deliv ery tru ck s after scho o l fo r 
p harmacies, flo rists an d o ther small 
bu sin esses, o r the k ids who sweep 
o u t sto res an d do o ther o dd jo bs o n 
week en ds? Chan ces are, the esca­ 
latin g min imu m wage will cau se 
man y an emp lo y er o f teen -agers to 
decide he can do witho u t them an d 
either redu ce serv ices o r distribu te 
their wo rk to o ther emp lo y es. 
While Co n gress is co n siderin g 
these chan ges in the min imu m wage 
law they might also stu dy the p o ssi­ 
ble effect o n teen -age emp lo y men t in 
p articu lar an d the wo rk fo rce in gen ­ 
eral o f a two -tiered min imu m wage 
sy stem. On e wo u ld be fo r fu ll-time 
wo rk ers; the o ther, lo wer o n e, fo r 
p art-time stu den t wo rk ers. 
So far the bill’s p ro p o n en ts 
hav en ’t co me u p with an y su ggestio n 
to rep lace the ben efits o f p art-time 
wo rk fo r teen -agers who learn fro m 
it the v alu e o f wo rk , self-relian ce 
an d the n eed to sav e fo r the fu tu re. 
Old-fashio n ed p erhap s, bu t hard v al­ 
u es to rep lace.

Iberia, ho me o f two o f the lo n gest 
ru n n in g dictato rship s o f the 2 0th 
cen tu ry , had seemed as stable as the 
great ro ck which mark s its so u thern 
ex tremity at Gibraltar— u n til last 
y ear when the win ds o f chan ge 
swep t in to the p en in su la with hu rri­ 
can e fo rce. 
In Ap ril o f 19 74, refo rm-min ded 
army o fficers in Po rtu gal threw o u t 
the heirs o f dictato r An to n io de Sala­ 
zar who had died in 1970 an d began 
an u n certain ex p erimen t in demo c­ 
racy . There was sp ecu latio n then 
abo u t what effects, if an y , the rev o ­ 
lu tio n ary ev en ts in Po rtu gal wo u ld 
hav e o n n ex t-do o r Sp ain where agin g 
an d ailin g Gen eralissimo Fran cisco 
Fran co was still, at least sy mbo li­ 
cally , iro n man . 
No w El Cau dillo , the leader, is 
dead at 82 an d his co n stitu tio n ally 
design ated su ccesso r, Prin ce Ju an 
Carlo s de Bo rbo n , gran dso n o f 
Sp ain ’s last k in g, is chief o f state. 
Bu t Ju an Carlo s is n o mo re ex p ected 
to go v ern Sp ain than did Alfo n so 
XIII befo re he was sen t in to ex ile in 
1931 by a sho rt-liv ed rep u blican go v ­ 
ern men t. 
Un der Fran co ’s p lan , his real 


su ccesso r was to hav e been Vice Ad­ 
miral Lu is Carrero Blan co , who was 
n amed p remier in 1973. In Decem­ 
ber 1973, ho wev er, Basq u e terro rists 
assassin ated Carrero Blan co an d 
Carlo s Arias became p remier. At 
first seemin g to p ro mise a co n tin u a­ 
tio n o f the mo dest liberalizatio n be­ 
gu n in 1966 with the ado p tio n o f the 
p lebescite-ap p ro v ed 
“ Organ ic 
Law,” Arias an d the ru lin g Falan ge 
p arty , Sp ain ’s o n ly legal p arty , hav e 
beco me in creasin gly rep ressiv e 
sin ce the eru p tio n in Po rtu gal. 
The 36 y ears o f p o litical tran q u il­ 
ity Sp ain en jo y ed u n der Fran co af­ 
ter the en d o f its bitter Civ il War in 
1939 was a p erio d o f su rface calm 
o n ly , an ex cep tio n in Sp ain ’s tu rbu ­ 
len t mo dern histo ry . Ev er sin ce Na­ 
p o leo n tried to imp o se his bro ther as 
k in g in the early 19 th cen tu ry , Sp ain 
has been rack ed by in termitten t re­ 
v o lt, brief liberal go v ern men t, the 
re-in stitu tio n o f au tho ritarian ru le, 
either mo n archial o r military , an d 
rev o lt again . 
In that cen tu ry , Sp ain lo st almo st 
all the o v erseas co lo n ies wo n in the 
stirrin g age o f ex p lo ratio n an d saw 
itself fall in to the statu s o f third o r 
fo u rth-rate p o wer, an imp o v erished 


back water o f Eu ro p e who se day s o f 
greatn ess were o n ly a memo ry . 
To giv e the man his du e, Fran co ’s 
lo n g ru le was, by material measu re, 
ben eficial to Sp ain an d what the 
co u n ty n eeded after ex hau stin g it­ 
self in the Civ il War. While Eu ro p e 
to re itself asu n der in Wo rld War II, 
Fran co , tho u gh sy mp athetic to the 
Ax is, k ep t Sp ain n eu tral an d began 
the p ro cess o f n atio n al rebu ildin g. 
Sp ain shared in Eu ro p e’s p o stwar 
eco n o mic reco v ery an d p ro fited 
fro m the en su in g Co ld War in the 
fo rm o f American aid in ex chan ge 
fo r military bases. 


Bu t what Fran co did n o t giv e 
Sp ain , what n o dictato rship can 
giv e, was hu man liberty , an o rderly 
an d p eacefu l mean s by which p o wer 
can be han ded to a n ew gen eratio n 
an d a sy stem which can acco mmo ­ 
date so cial chan ge while p reserv in g 
so cial co hesio n . 
The scars o f the 1936-39 war still 
ru n deep , as do es Sp ain ’s traditio n o f 
stru ggle again st fo reign o r do mestic 
o p p resso rs. Failin g the emergen ce 
o f an o ther stro n gman in the mo ld o f 
Fran co , these elemen ts are abo u n d 
to su rface again so o n er o r later.

Sen. William Harris, R-Po ntiac, 
mino rity leader o f the Upper Ho use, 
has said all alo ng GOP senato rs 
wo uld stand to g ether and they al­ 
mo st did o n the first ro ll call. 
It’s no t o v er y et since the v o te has 
to be reco rded and that pro v ides a 
chance fo r so me v o te chang ing . 
Sen. Dav id Shapiro , R-Ambo y , 
each time we hav e talked with him 
has co nfidently predicted the Senate 
wo uld upho ld the g o v erno r’s v eto . 
Earlier this week, we asked Sen. 
James (Pate) Philip, R-Elmhurst, 
ho w he tho ug ht thing s sto o d in the 
hig her chamber and he said he was 
sure the GOPs wo uld ho ld to g ether 
and suspected the “ Crazy Eig ht,” a 
g ro up o f independent Demo crats, 
wo uld v o te with the Republicans. 
On Wednesday they did just that. 
By the way , the “ Crazy Eig ht,” are 
so dubbed because no o ne can pre­ 
dict ho w they will v o te o n an issue. 
They are also kno wn as a Study 
Gro up o f Demo crats. Sen. Do n 
Wo o ten, D-Ro ck Island, and Viv ian 
Hickey , D-Ro ckfo rd are members o f 
this independent g ro up. 
The man who has g iv en the mo st 
co mpelling reaso ns fo r siding with 
the g o v erno r is no t in the General 
Assembly altho ug h he is a fo rmer 
leg islato r. He is State Co mptro ller 
Geo rg e Lindberg . 
It was he who flatly to ld this re­ 
po rter earlier this week, “ It is inev ­ 
itable there will be an increase in 
state tax es reg ardless o f whether 
the g o v erno r’s v eto is o v erriden o r 
sustained.” 


If the truth co uld be kno wn it may 
be Lindberg who finally g o t thro ug h 
to Walker that the state was facing a 
financial crisis. Readers with g o o d 
memo ries may recall the g o v erno r 
o n March 15 deliv ered his budg et fo r 
nex t y ear which was the larg est in 
the histo ry o f the state. It was fo ur 
day s less than three mo nths later 
Go v . Walker o n statewide TV ad­ 
dressed the General Assembly de­ 
claring the state was in financial 
tro uble and asked fo r a 6 per cent 
acro ss the bo ard cut in appro pria­ 
tio ns. 
Lindberg screamed in March 
when the g o v erno r dro pped his su­ 
per hug e budg et, but no bo dy lis­ 
tened. 
As a matter o f fact the state 
co mptro ller in February , when the 
g o v erno r pro po sed a $4 .2 billio n 
bo nd issue pro g ram o f capital im­ 
pro v ements, issued a po sitio n paper 
clearly o utlining , fo r any o ne caring 
to read it, that the sug g estio n was 
no t a feasible mo v e. 
The Walker-pro po sed bo nd issue 
went no where in the General Assem­ 
bly . 
The po int o f this is Lindberg is the 
g uy who has been making no ises fo r 
a v ery lo ng time abo ut the state’s fi­ 
nancial crisis and o ften no bo dy was 
listening . 
As early as December, 197 3 
Co mptro ller Lindberg adv ised any 
who cared to take no tice the state 
was heading o n a co llisio n co urse 
with deficit spending . 
When the lawy er fro m Cry stal 
Lake made his first pro no uncement, 
the General Fund balance was near 
an all-time hig h. 
Lindberg lo o ked at the y ears 197 2 
thro ug h 197 4 during which state rev ­ 
enues each perio d were abo ut $7 5 
millio n mo re than ex penses. But he 
also saw a pending “ spend do wn” o f 
the new mo ney the state was receiv ­ 


ing because o f the inco me tax enact­ 
ed in 1969. 
The co mptro ller likened this to an 
indiv idual who g o t a co nsiderable in­ 
crease in pay but raised his standard 
o f liv ing ev en mo re than his pay 
hike. 
What Lindberg saw then actual­ 
ized in 197 5 when ex penses o f the 
state were $1 3 8 millio n mo re than 
rev enues and fo r the present fiscal 
y ear the ex penses will be abo ut $200 
millio n mo re than inco me fo r this 
perio d. 


On July 1 ,1 97 4 , the General Fimd 
balance o f the state was $453 millio n 
and o ne mo nth later hit an all-time 
hig h balance o f $53 9 millio n. 
Two day s less than 14 mo nths lat­ 
er that balance dro pped to $7 millio n 
and the state had $14 millio n in bills 
which were to be paid that day . 
This set ano ther all-time reco rd. 
It was the first time in histo ry the 
state did no t hav e eno ug h mo ney o n 
hand to pay bills due o n any day . 
In 14 mo nths, a y ear and two 
mo nths, the state had spent mo re 
than $500 millio n mo re than it had 
taken in in rev enues. That’s a half 
billio n do llars o f o v erspending ! 
After the fateful day , Sept. 29, 
197 5, o n which the state co uld no t 
pay its bills, there hav e been three 
mo re day s when the state did no t 
hav e eno ug h cash o n hand to pay 
bills due. 
The same perso n who in Decem­ 
ber, 197 3, predicted this wo uld o ccur 
is the o ne who no w say s it is inev ita­ 
ble there will be an increase in tax ­ 
es. 
Fello w tax pay ers, in this electio n 
y ear many candidates will tell y o u 
there will no t be any increase in 
state tax es, but do n’t fo rg et Geo rg e 
Lindberg has said there will be and 
he is a v ery believ able g uy who is al­ 
mo st alway s rig ht in his predictio ns.

$ 1.4 million in labor gifts to Senators 


WASHINGTON (AP) — An 
unofficial tally shows organized 
labor gave $1.4 million in 1974 
political donations to many Sen­ 
ators whose votes have now 
helped virtually assure passage 
of a bill sought by construction 
unions. 
The bill is up for amend­ 
ments and a possible final vote 
today after backers marshalled 
two more than the 60 votes 
needed Tuesday to cut off a 
week-long filibuster against the 
controversial measure. 
The bill would allow a strik­ 
ing construction union to picket 
an entire building site, even 


though the union is striking 
only 
one 
subcontractor. 
If 
trades unions working for other 
subcontractors honored 
such 
picket lines, a lone striking un­ 
ion could close down an entire 
building site. Such “ common 
sites” picketing has been out­ 
lawed for 25 years as an illegal 
secondary boycott. 
The controversial measure 
attracted lobbying from oppo­

money to congressmen and sen­ 
ators who opposed the bill.

Austrian journalist 
Theodor Herzl was a reporter at the 1894 trial of 
French officer Alfred Dreyfus, a Jew unfairly 
convicted of treason. Herzl reasoned that although 
European Jews had political freedom, anti-Semitism 
prevented them from gaining social equality. He 
proposed that Jews gather to create a national 
homeland.

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CHICAGO {A P ) ~ Two Hous­ 
ton veterinarians 
have 
told 
something on their city that 
their neighbors might prefer to 
ignore: 
“ The 
grounds 
and 
lawns of Houston are literally 
covered with a veneer of dog 
feces and urine.” 
So says Drs. Prim o V. Aram- 
bulo III and Jam es H. Steele, 
who’ve sampled the quality of 
lawn all over Houston. They 
calculate that 63 million kilo­ 
grams of feces and 122.4 mil­ 
lion liters of urine are depos­ 
ited each year by the 5(X),(XK) 
dogs living in the city, (a kilo­ 
gram is 2.2 pounds and a liter 


equals .264 gallon. 
The doctors said there is one 
dog for every three humans in 
Houston, and they described for 
the American Public Health .As­ 
sociation Tuesday what that 
means 
in 
practical 
terms: 
“ These insulting and staggering 
quantities of liquid and solid ef­ 
fluents are literally dumped 
into the heart of the city where 
there are no facilities for their 
confined disposal and dénatura­ 
tion,” 
The doctors said more than 
178 
billion 
hookworm 
eggs 
alone are deposited daily by in­ 
fected dogs in their city. 


The researchers made 
no 
analysis of whether the same 
problems exist throughout the 
nation. But they pointed out 
that young children frequently 
play in areas where animals 
have defecated or urinated. 
Not only are these animal 
wastes sources of infection for 
human 
beings, 
the 
veter­ 
inarians said, but they create 
obnoxious odors and provide 
places for rats and flies to 
breed. 
While feces deposited on the 
ground usually disappear with­ 
in a week, they said, the eggs 
of the intestinal parasites— 


which also include roundworm 
andtapeworm—deposited in the 
feces may live for weeks or 
months. 
Drs. Arambula and Steele 
gathered 
105 samples 
in 
a 
middle-class residential area of 
Houston where pets defecated 
And they studied 100 dogs at 
autopsy after they were de­ 
stroyed by animal shelters. 
They reported that 44 sam­ 
ples in the residential area 
were contaminated with the 
eggs of one or more intestinal 
parasites. .At autopsy. 91 of the 
animals were infected. 
They noted that the parasites 


can 
attack 
the 
liver, 
eyes, 
lungs, skin, intestines and other 
organs, and cause serious ill­ 
ness, such as blood poisomng. 
They also called attention to 
the 
annual costs 
in 
Harris 
County, where Houston is. of 
destroying 100.000 stray or un­ 
wanted dogs. And they noted 
the problem of dog 
bites— 
more than 
1,000 in Houston 
1974. 
The veterinarians did have 
one good word for canines 
They said dogs play an impor­ 
tant role in the mental health 
of society, and “ the magnitude 
of the environmental problems 


associated with dogs should be 
balanced with the companion­ 
ship they provide and the emo­ 
tional attachment they evoke.”

And finally , the colleg e draft 
formu la cou ld prov ide Tampa 
Bay and Seattle with some at­ 
tractiv e y ou ng talent to g o with 
the basic v eterans prov ided by 
the ex pansion draft.

He 
shares an American Leag u e 
record for most three-base hits, 
rookie season (19 36), 15; and 
holds the American Leag u e 
record for most ru ns scored, 
rookie season, 155. 
He does hold some World 
Series records for ou tfielding : 
Most g ames withou tk error, 45; 
most chances accepted, total 
series (10 Series, 51 g am es), 
150. And shares most hits, in­ 
ning , 2, and most pu tou ts, inn­ 
ing , 3. 
“ Bu t some of those were what 


I call m arathon records,” said 
DiMag g io, his rather rheu my 
ey es ex pressing a kindly bu t 
certain contempt.

It has been written 
sev eral times that on the day 
DiMag g io’s streak was stop­ 
ped, the cabbie driv ing him to 
the g am e in Clev eland that 
morning predicted he wou ld g o 
hitless. 
Yankee pitcher Lefty Gomez, 
Joe’s roommate, immediately 
g av e the cabbie hell and then 
pu lled DiMag g io ou t of the tax i. 
The two walked the rest of the 
way to Mu nicipal Stadiu m.

Carl Li ndemann exphi ns 
reasons for l i ve coverage 


EDITORS NOTE: In the $315 
million-a-y ear war waged by 
the three telev ision networks 
for sports programming, NBC 
does the most with liv e ev ents. 
In the second of a fou r-part 
series, 
that 
network’s 
top 
sports official ex plains the rea­ 
sons for that decision.

NEW YORK (AP) - When 
the boy s on Madison Av enu e 
start talking abou t the sports 
network war between ABC’s 
Roone Arledge and CBS’ Bob 
Wu ssler, the old pro, Carl Lind- 
emann, Jr., smirks and tilts the 
leather chair in his Rockefeller 
Plaza office. 
“At NBC, we carry more 
hou rs on sports than either of 
the other two,” he say s prou d­ 
ly . “Abou t 400 this y ear. I think 
each of the other gu y s is in the 
35 0 range. 
“That’s not all, we show 
more prestige ev ents and hav e 
more liv e hou rs. Abou t six - 
eighths of what we do is liv e.” 
Lindemann, 5 2, started ou t as 
an engineer and mov ed u p 
throu gh the ranks of the net­ 
work. As he spoke he admired 
the latest 
research figu res 
showing that the recent World 
Series shattered all records for 
a TV au dience, with a total of 
more than 393 million and close 
to 76 million for the final game. 
At the same time, he was 
shu ffling throu gh sheaths of pa­ 
pers on the network’s plans for 
telev ising the Rose and Orange 
Bowl football games, a 90-game 
NCAA college basketball sched­ 
u le, the World Championship 
Tennis series plu s Wimbledcwi 
and other tou rnaments and an 
additional fou r golf tou rna­ 
ments for 1976. 
No one wou ld su spect that 
sports network telev ision was 
at the satu ration point, as trade 
jou rnals hav e su ggested. 
“I don’t see any falloff,” 
Lindemann said. “Bu t we may 
hav e reached the limit of the 
adv ertising dollar for sports. So 
the best thing for u s to do is 
say to ou rselv es, ‘Okay , fel­ 
lows, this is it. Now let’s make 
it work.’” 
Lindemann is a realist. It is 
his feeling that the sports fan 
has had his fill of the way -ou t 
gimmickry — demolition der­ 
bies, barrel-ju m ping, arm - 
wrestling— and is ready for a 
steak-and-potatoes diet. 


“We take the position that 
the ev ent is the most important 
thing,” he said. “We are as 
concerned as any body ov er the 
qu ality of ou r annou ncers. We 
striv e for attractiv e person­ 
alities. Bu t ou r direction has 
been away from the wild and 
the off-beat.” 
This concept is carried ov er 
to NBC’s weekend piece de re­ 
sistance, 
Su nday ’s 
“Grand­ 
stand,” the network’s answer to 
ABC’s “Wide World of Sports” 
and CBS’ “Sports Spectacu lar.” 
“This is an idea borrowed 
from ov erseas, mainly Britain’s 
BBC, which keeps sports going 
throu ghou t the weekend,” Wu s­ 
sler said. “We bu ild the pro­ 
gram arou nd one main ev ent— 
a big golf tou rnament or a ten­ 
nis tou rnament—and we cu t 
away for other ev ents that are 
in progress elsewhere. It’s all 
liv e, all topical, all fast-paced.” 
ABC’s ‘Wide World’ has been 
the popu lar pace-setter in this 
ty pe of entertainment, u su ally 
offering a wide v ariety . CBS is 


throwing a lot of money —a 40 
to 60 per cent increase in the 
bu dget—into ‘Spectacu lar.’ The 
ju ry is still ou t on “Grand­ 
stand.” 
Lindemann, of Hackensack, 
N.J., joined NBC as a stu dent 
engineer in 195 3. Later he be­ 
came associate produ cer of the 
“Kate Smith Show.” He was 
made head of NBC Sports in 
1963. 
In the ensu ing 12 y ears, he 
has won some and lost some. 
NBC had a monopoly on major 
leagu e baseball u ntil recently , 
when 
Commissioner 
Bowie 
Ku hn signed a new $92.8 million 
contract div iding the spoils be­ 
tween NBC and ABC. 
Under the agreement, NBC 
will keep its Satu rday game 
and ABC will telev ise a Mon­ 
day night game as it now does 
in football. The two will alter­ 
nate on the big featu res. When 
NBC has the World Series, as it 
does in 1976, ABC w-ill get the 
leagu e play offs and the All-Star 
Game. In 1977, it’s the other 
way arou nd. 
NBC dropped its $6 million 
contract 
with 
the 
National 
Hockey Leagu e, claiming the 
sport lacks national appeal, and 
paid $4.5 million to telev ise 90 
college basketball games. Lind­ 
emann insists this has been a 
su ccessfu l mov e. 
He scored a cou p in 1964 
when he signed a $42 million 
contract with the then-stru g­ 
gling 
Am erican 
Football 
Leagu e and went head-to-head 
with the powerfu l 
National 
Football Leagu e on CBS. Tliis 
mov e sav ed the AFL and 
brou ght abou t a merger, pu t­ 
ting NBC solidly into football. 
Ironically , while CBS’ games 
of the older National Confer­ 
ence, and ABC’s Monday night 
game sagged in the ratings last 
y ear, NBC showed an increase. 
“We were lu cky ,” acknowl­ 
edged Lindemann. “We got the 
more 
ex citing 
teams—New 
York Jets, Miami, Bu ffalo, 
Denv er—and the more ex citing 
play ers, 
Joe 
Namath, 
O.J.

WTiere does this money come 
from?—from adv ertisers, prin­ 
cipally the three big au tomobile 
manu factu rers, tire companies 
and makers of hou sehold and 
sports equ ipment items.

Robert Burns is doggedly at­ 
tempting to collect the $150,000 
which he figures five govern­ 
ments owe him. His last con­ 
tract was providing food, drink

Steve Konevitch scrambled 
out of Vietnam on the last heli­ 
copter April 29 with $10 and a 
change of clothing, and is dis­ 
covering that he is “ too old for 
work at home, 46 going on 47.“ 
He worries about his business 
disaster in a two-roomed apart­ 
ment in Hayward, Calif., with 
his Vietnamese wife and three 
children. 
Adjusting to life back home 
without hopeful prospects has 
come hard to the three Ameri­ 
can expatriates who between 
them 
spent 
44 
comfortable 
years in Southeast Asia. 
“ Ironically, the Vietnamese 
who worked for us in Saigon 
are better off now in America 
than we are,” said Clyde Bauer 
who personally arranged for 
1(X) 
Vietnamese 
families 
— 
about 700 people — to be evac­ 
uated to the United States be­ 
fore Saigon fell. 
How come these Americans 
didn’t see the writing on the 
wall in Vietnam and get their 
money out'’ 
“ I kept telling myself I ’m go­ 
ing home soon, but I never 
did,’’ Bauer said. “ All my busi­ 
ness associates were Vietnam­ 
ese who seemed to have con­ 
fidence in the future, and it 
was catching.” 
Bauer started out in Saigon 
in 1956 as the agent for Luft­ 
hansa and Civil Air Transport 
airlines, and eventually estab­ 
lished and controlled 12 com­ 
panies involved in banking, in­ 
surance, automobile importing, 
fishing and travel. Bauer esti­ 
mated that his share of his 
flourishing concerns was worth 
$3 million before Saigon’s col­ 
lapse. 
Because he believed that “ if 
a businessman takes something 
out of a country he has a re­ 
sponsibility to put it back,” 
Bauer, a familiar figure in Sai­ 
gon over the years, established 
his Lions Clubs, the U.S. Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, the Vietnam 
Council on Eoreign Relations, 
the Tourist 
Association and 
Vietnam, the Cancer Society — 
even 
the 
Vietnam 
Orchid 
Society. 
Bauer also maintained close 
personal relations with Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu and 
other senior officials, many re­ 
lated to his Vietnamese wife Si­ 
mone. And he was close with 
American officials. 
Robert Burns, born in Cam­ 
bridge, Mass., and a former 
U.S. army officer and State De­ 
partment official, said he pre­ 
dicted years ago that Saigon 
would probably fall to the Com­ 
munists around 1975 because of 
weakening American resolve. 
“ I told my Vietnamese busi-

ness partners to make their 
money by then and get out, and 
I had the same idea,” Burns 
said, but fate kept interfering. 
A million-dollar fish processing 
plant they established at Rach 
Gia on the Gulf of Thailand 
was destroyed in a Communist 
rocket attack late in 1973, and 
insurance had been impossible 
to obtain. 
A contract to provide large 
quantities of dehydrated rice to 
the Vietnamese army collapsed 
when military reverses in the 
Mekong Delta in 1974 forced the 
price of raw rice to three times 
the contracted price of the 
processed variety. 
Burns 
went 
into 
business 
alone last year with an open- 
ended contract “ to feed and 
keep happy” the Communist 
and non-Communist delegations 
in the International Control 
Commission based at Saigon’s 
Tan Son Nhut airport. 
Steve Konevitch, born in Mid­ 
dleton, Pa., recalls “ I should 
have known better, I should 
have gotten out earlier.” But 
the former U.S. Air Force offi­ 
cer who had previously oper­ 
ated businesses in Thailand, 
kept reinvesting in Vietnam 
with profits from two contracts 
with the U.S. government, one 
to ship rice to Cambodia, the 


other to air-condition U.S. of­ 
fices in Saigon 
Coming home was traumatic 
for all three. 
While his wife hocked her 
jewelery to pay the rent, the 
newly-poor 
Bauer 
looked 
around for help “ and I dis­ 
covered that while we had lots 
of friends when we had money, 
they are not around now that 
we need them." 
His former friends included 
some of his Vietnamese busi­ 
ness associates now in America 
who were quietly spiriting mon­ 
ey out of the country while 
Bauer was reinvesting his own 
profits in Vietnam. 
Bauer has even offered to 
work six months free to prove 
his managerial abilities “ but it 
seems impossible to get any 
takers," he said. 
Burns is working temporarily 
as an adviser to an old friend 
in the scrap metal business 
while attempting to recover the 
$150,(KX) he claims he is still 
owed. So far his daily regis­ 
tered letters, including two to 
the President of the United 
States, have resulted only in a 
letter from an aide to the Shah 
of Iran who suggested that Iran 
was responsible for only two 
per cent of the debt. 
“ Send the money,” Bums im­ 


mediately replied upon receipt 
of the letter. 
Steve Konevitch, like the oth­ 
er two financially ruined Amer­ 
icans, maintains the independ­ 
ence that characterized their 
business 
activities 
abroad. 
None will accept welfare pay­ 
ments or consider food stamps. 
“ My pride won't allow me to 
say i ’m broke," said Burns 
who tries to keep $10 in his 


bank account to keep it open 
Konevitch said: “ The govern­ 
ment is giving me nothing; I 
have not asked for it” 
Bauer 
said: 
“ I’ve 
helped 
Uncle Sam over the years. 
Maybe he could do us a favor 
to give us a chance again 
somewhere where we left off, 
and not as gas station attend­ 
ants.” 
All three men see their only 


financial .salvation as going into 
business again, and are talking 
with possible future partners. 
Bauer’s lawyer lent him $25,000 
to move into a modest home at 
Huntington Beach, and Bauer 
hopes to go into business with 
an inventor of electronic gad­ 
gets. 
Konevitch is talking with a 
potential partner in the real es­ 
tate business.
